TRADE MARKS IN OHINA. 

The following is given by tho “*N.-C, 
Daily Nows” as a freo translation of a 
Proclamation recently issued by his Hon- 
our Taotai Jui Chéng on tho subject, of 
Britieh Trade Marks:— 

J, Jui Clieng, tho Taotai of Shanghai, 
etc., otc., do hereby isaue this proclamation 


for the information of the public that}... 


JEB.M. Consul-Genoral, Sir P. L. Warren, 
has written mo to the effect that he has 
repeatedly recoived complaints fiom British 
merchants in regard ‘to Chinese inany- 
facturing and retailing certain quatition of 
English-mady goods, purporting samo to be 
manufactured by those factories, for which 
they (the British merelauts) aro the solo 
ngonts, ‘This is u great detrin.ent to thu 
British interests. The quality of the goods 
which are imitated according to_Qnglish 
patterns is very poor und of great difference, 
although the packing, colour, pattorn and 
chop kre quite similar to those of English 
made, Thorefore when the Chineso be 
charged with copying patterns he gen- 
erally denies the charge by painting out 
the slight difference of petterns betireon 
the two kinds of goods, This is a very 
intolerable business competition in. the 
market. Recontly such malpractice is 
daily inereasing, and, therefore, litiga-

“ACROSS SIBERIA. . 


Opinions of a Traveller. 

Mr “Thoms Horder, a prominent 
mexghant of Sydnoy, who arrived in 
Hongkong from Japan pn the #8, Eastern, 
on his way back te Australia, has had 8 
mosb interesting tour, Tho. “steamer 
Eattern brought him . from Australia— 
louving. Sydney in April Jast—took him to 
Yokohama and loft him there, returning to 
Australia, On her noxt trip up sho again 
mado Mr Horder's acquaintango, at’ Kobe. 

Jn the meantime Mr order had crossed 
Siberia to London, had apent six weeks in 
England, visited Quebee, crossed Canada, 
and arriyod back in Japan to meot the 
ateamer. 

The most intresting part of tho tour 
after Jonvirg Japan was, of course, across 
Siberia, It opened up new ground, and 
as u fertile and’ at times oxtremely 
picturesquo country Mr Horder speaks 
highly of it, The traveller Jeft Yokohama 
én May 17, Tsuroga on tho 18th, and 
arrived at, Vladivoatock on, the atenmor 
Battica (a, vessel of which, Mr Horder 
holds no high opinions) on tho 2lat. 
At thie particular time Vindivostock 
was a city of mud, Incossant rains 
nd converted thé badly made roads 
into veritable quagmires and crossing 
could only be effected with decenoy at 
the regular spote. Of the buildings of 
Vindivosteck compliments can be paid as 
to thir imposing nature, but durability is 
another question: Thoy aro badly built, 
the brickwork being very deficient, Hotel 
accommodation wax, in May last, in koop- 
ing with the structural work of tho build- 
ings~bad ; and tho party Mr Horder 
travelled with wers compelled to muke 
arrangements with tho rhip's officers to 
stay on board during the sojourn in 
Vindivostock. It was not long. . They 
loft thea day. = 
‘Many complaints have been made 
regurding the trouble experienced in 
obtaining the borths ordered on the 
trains, and Mr Horder experienced 
thoss in some degree. Ono of the rules 
is that passengers mist not enter the train 
until a fixed hour and in consequence of 
this travellers Were kept in a drizzling rain 
for « considerable time, although the 
train was standing at the platform, And 
when the signal was given for entrance 8 
rctumble took lace for berths. This, 
however, is one of the defects that is to be 
altered, Mr Horder way informed that 
the intention is to work the junctions os 
they are done in Canada when the travoller 
will have the minimam of discomfort and 
the maximum of assistance in arranging 
himsolf for the long journey ahead of him. 

Tho country around Vindivostock is bire 
and barren and ‘as tho train steamed out 
slow spocd was the order for some timo 
owing to the character of the road bed. Tt 
was slow work to Harbin, and thoncoforth 
tho rate incrensed to about 25 miley per 
hour, The country passed through is de- 
geribed by Mr Horder as mignificont, rol- 
ling grassy downs, beautiful rivers ond 
constant streams, with light timber, hold- 
ing forth great prospects cither as ugricul- 
tural or grazing land. 

Irkutsk was reached on’ June 4, und 
there a change of trains was made, the 
change uot being for the, best. ‘There was 
a distinct deterioration in food, and fruit 
was scarcely procurable, apples costing 8d, 
each.
